THE KILLED AND WOUNDED 


We present below the latest and fullest de­ 
tails of the overthrow of the State govemment 
o f Louisiana on Monday, including a state­ 
ment from each of the principals in 
the unhappy occurrence, M cs^ Penn 
stnd Kellogg. So far it has been a revo­ 
lution accomplished with bu t little bloodshed 
in comparison with other events of this 
nature that have occurred within the last 
twenty years ; but if we rightly comprehend 
the meaning of the President, as expressed 
in the following despatches, the victory 
of 
the 
White 
League will 
be but 
briefly enjoyed. 
On Jlonday, 
by pre­ 
concerted arrangements, the White League, 
a society built up on the debris of a 
former secret orgnnizatiou known as the 
Knights of the White Camelia, attended a 
mass meeting In Now Orleans, with the inten­ 
tion of asking William Pitt Kellogg to abdi- 
* cate in favor of McEuery. Kellogg refused. 
This refus.al appears to have been expected, 
■for within an hour afterward severtvl 
thousands of the “leaguei-s” were underarms, 
apparently well drilled and subject to dis­ 
cipline. A short parley with General Long- 
«treet followed, who, backed by a large body 
of militia and Metropolitan police, threatened 
to clot\r the sti-eets by meau.s ot grapeshot. 
The Loagtrers appeared to hivve been well or- 
ipmizeil, and within an hour after the first .shut 
was fired were masters of the situation. The 
Metropolitans and Ktato trooji* were dispersed, 
having nine killed and fourteen wounded. 
TImi League had eight killed and eighteen 
wounded. The Stab.- government ollapsid 
j immediately after the defeat of its forces in 
the streets. All through Monday night the 
city was quiet, and at daybreak ye-sterday 
mnjuing the State Honse was occupied 
l»y the McEnory party without the slightest 
rcsiKtaiice. The citizens were satisfied fhut 
the government had 
Ixien overturned, 
and 
the 
Leaguers returned to their 
homes after 
seeing I.ieutenaut Gover- 
’ i.nor Penn safely lodged .at the Capitol. 
Thus the situation remains up to the time of 
our going to press. Kellogg condemns the 
insurrection ; Ptun declares it to be the a<it 
of the people, who had been dnven to 
desperation by 
spoliation and mismle.

New Obleans, Sept. 15, 1874. 
A correspondent of the Hebauj, asking Gov­ 
ernor Kellogg for a clear, calm statement of 
his views of the causes leading to the present 
revolution, received the following reply: — 
“I will give you, very briefly, my views of 
the whole matter. The election of 1872 was 
held under peculiar circumstances. 
Laws 
enacted by the 
republican 
party to 
prevent a repetition of 
the violence 
which iu 18(i8 reduced the republican 
vote of Louisiana from nearly 80,000 to 
barely 5,000, wero turned against the party, 
wore fraudulently used to manipulate the 
election in the iutt rests of the fnsionists. 
Notwithstanding the manife.st frauds' perpe­ 
trated I believed and still believe that I 
was elected Governor by a largo majority of 
the actual votes cast. 
During the progress of the litigation in tho 
courts I publicly cffired, through counsel- 
one of the most di.stiuguished lawyers of New 
Orleans—that if the other side would produce 
the returns in Court I would submit my 
claims to the judgment of any five disinter­ 
ested citizens and abide by Iheir decision. 
This offer was declined. I entered upon the 
duties of my office with tho determination, 
which I have religiously adhered to, to do the 
best I could for the material interests of the 
State. I have secured the repeal of many 
bad laws and have prevented the passage of 
I other acts of a fraudulent character, in which 
not only republicans, hut prominent men 
among our opponents wero directly in­ 
terested 
nmOEMS ACCOMPUSHED. 
Amid all the troubles which have beset the 
State I have reduced State and parish taxation 
each fully one-third, and measures have been j 
passed providing for a reduction of the State i 
debt, and a constitutional limitation of the ! 
debts, both on tho State and city ; also an j 
amendment limiting taxation. Tho obnoxious ; 
features of the election and registration laws ; 
used Viy the fusionists in the last election | 
have been repealed, and in the appointment 
of officers of registration I have voluntarily 
tendered to the opposition a representation 
which they entirely denied to the re- 
publicau 
party at the last 
election. 
These and other measures 
have de­ 
prived the opponents of the republican 
party of any just cause of complaint against 
the State goverotnent. The finding os regis­ 
tration progressed to impeach the farmers, of 
which they themselves wero unable, that they 
wovdd be left still more in a minority at this 
election than ever before, if the voters wore al- ¡ 
lowed a free, untrammelled, imintimid.ated 
franchise. They have, by a long prepared 
plan, violently overthrown the government, 
even before the election, to prevent an elec­ 
tion being had, and to prevent evidence that 
they had not a majority before upon shal­ 
low pretexts of violence, and by incen­ 
diary statcmiintfl and aitpeals they have 
got together their 
clans, 
which 
they 
have vrganiZ'jJ 
iu secret and 
lirilled | 
in their club rooms and in the city, j 
have taken possession of the public, oflices by i 
violence and Vdoodshed. Tersonally 1 have i 
no desire to discharge the very onerous and ; 
vexatious duties of Governor, but I feel it a ' 
duty I owe to the .SUito and to the party to 
hold on until relieved by conipettuit authority.

of 1861, and be was not willins to believe that 
the beginning of another rebellion bad been 
transferred from South Carolina to Louisiana. 
All that had been repregeuted to him about 
the intent of the White League was fully 
understood, and he saw in an instant thsit the 
withdrawal of.troops from New Orleans had 
been construed as an encouragement to what 
had followed. 
What should be done to 
quickly check the revolution was the 
next thing considered. The Attorney General 
said that the action of the citizens of New Or­ 
leans was not only rebellious but inexcusable 
after the circular issued by him on the 3d 
inst. to the effect that citizens of the United 
States should be protected in all the rights 
and privileges to which they are entitled 
under the constitution and lavs of the 
country. 
THE PKE.SII>SNT THEN ORDEnEC A PBOCLAMATION 
to be igsued, giving the usurpers five days in 
which to disperse, and sent for Adjutant Gen­ 
eral Townsend, who is the only represer.tative 
of tho War Department he could confer with, 
Secretary Belknap and General Sherman be­ 
ing absent It had already been determined 
that the Third United States infantry, sta­ 
tioned at Holly Springs, Miss., should proceed 
to New Orleans, in order that the United States 
authorities might have a posse corniUttus large 
enough to execute their orders. Peremptory 
orders were then sent to General Emory to 
move the regiment without delay, and he tele­ 
graphed to-night that he would be in New 
Orleans to-morrow morning. When the General 
understood the critical condition of affairs, he 
telegraphed the War Department that the Third 
infantry, not numbering over five hundred and 
fifty men, would not be sufficient He was 
already informed by the commandant of u 
company then in New Orleans that the pres­ 
ence of United States troops had no longer 
any effect upon the people, and if the orders 
ot the Secretary of War, contained in instruc­ 
tions of May, 1873, wero in force he must 
have additional troops. Upon tho receipt of 
this telegram, and another confirming it, from 
General McDowell, commanding tho Depart­ 
ment of tho South, the President lor the first 
time became alarmed; and those who have 
known him intimately for years say they never 
saw 
TIIK PBE.SIDENT 80 P.ASSIONATEI.Y ABOÜSED. 
He said ho hud done everj’thing in his 
power to assist the South, and especially 
Louisiana, which, on account of its commer­ 
cial facilities and former prosperity, needed 
all the aid that could be extended to it. The 
press despatches were then carefully examined, 
and but one opinion was expressed, and that 
was that the movement of the leaguers 
was not sudden, but carefully and consider­ 
ately planned. At noon telegrams were re­ 
ceived to the effect that bloodshed had ceased, 
that Kellogg had vacated his office and that 
the McEuery party was in peaceable posses­ 
sion of the State House and city. 
At first 
the news was not credited, but a short time 
elapsed when another telegram confirmed it 
THE 80LDIEB SPUUT AROUSED. 
The President then declared that he would 
rout the whole party if he had to take the 
field in person. Tho Attorney General acqui­ 
esced, ami said that the time for lenient meas­ 
ures had ended. If the authority of the gov­ 
ernment was to be asserted it should be done 
promptly and decisively. 
Meanwhile the 
telegrams 
received from the seat of

came from only the 
friends of 
the McEuery party. 
Neither Kellogg nor 
Marshal Packard liad been heard from after 
the reported coup íVétat, and the improssion 
prevailed that the telegraph office, if nut 
under surveillance, was guarded so that no 
one dare send a message to tho President or 
Attorney General, .U three o’clock a tele­ 
gram confirmatory of the press deftpatches 
was received at the War Department from

' Longsti-eet had become tired of waiting and had 
ordered Badger to tho ironu Kellogg stated a few 
minutes atterward, perhaps two, that Badger wa.s 
udvaDcing with 18U iniauiry, twenty mounted 
men, two 10-pound Nanoleons and one Gatling 
gun. A While League picket was at this time sta­ 
tioned at the corner of Canal and Magazine 
streets, aud small itoOies were to be observed 
at the Intersections far down the thoroughlare.

.THE IIATTLE OPENED. 
A command of probably three hundred, under 
Captain Joan Payne, also moved up from the head 
of Poydras street, aud at their appyoacli the 
MetropoBtaii artillery comnieiiced flrUig.

The White Isiague fell back on Telupitoulas, 
Magazine, Camp and St. Charles stree-Ji, biirrload- 
iiig the approaches with street cars, which wero 
taken from the track, and iidventslng pillars. 
Barricades were placed at the inter.«ection ol com­ 
mon, Gravier aud Poydras streets with 8t. Chn^le^ 
luul on the other thoroughfares at the crossing of 
Poydras Strtet. At the inlorsoctlou ol that thor­ 
oughfare with Carondelet street the Iron gutter­ 
ing was token up and constnictou into a barri­ 
cade. Guards wore stationed on ail these thor­ 
oughfares .as far np us Tivoli Circle, and persons 
without the conntersign were only permitted to 
pass np town on'he outsldo of carondelet street, 
The nttcmpicd escape of a small squad or Metro- 
politao police irpia the state Uouse created some 


trlbuted. 
K. H. Marr delivered a short addreas to the 
populace assembled ou St. Charles atreei. advis­ 
ing them to penult Longstreet, Kellogg and 
every orticer of that government which surren­ 
dered to go unmolested.

A NEW POLICE FORCE

Boylan, a bank detective. At a quarter past two 
o’clock an Immense crowd of citizens, including 
many of tho most prominent merchants, visited 
the residence of Lieutenant Governor Penn and 
cscortetl him to the State Capitol. Royal street, 
in the neighborhood of tho building, was packed,

have studied this Southern volcano and the 
phenom ena of the past few m onths will not 
be .surprised at the eruption. 
The surprise 
will be that it did not come a long time ago, 
and that the governm ent of a Commonwealth 
supposed to be in possession of all the re­ 
sources of the State and sustained by the 
})owor of the federal governm ent should have 
fallen 
at a 
touch 
like 
a 
toy 
house 
built of cards. 
We are accustomed to Souih 
American revolutions, when a General make.s 
a pronunciamiento before breakfast, to bo Pres- 
ideut at dinner time only to be shot at supper 
by a more successful General. 
We have seen 
goveriim tnts suddenly pass away in Spanish 
aud French countries before pavement mobs, 
but generally there was a contest, or the 
threat of contest which could only be avoided 
by the com batants’ magnanimity or severe 
and bloody coutests. 
In Saxon couutiie.s 
revolutious are not made m a day, and m en of 
our sturdy nature 
do not .surrender power 
without a btniggle. 
But in New Orleans there 
has virtually been no struggle. 
The Kellogg 
governm ent icll at the touch. 
Even os brave 
and enterprising a soldier os Longstrect could 
do nothing but surrender to the armed bodies 
of ciiizens. 
So far as we comprehend the affair it had 
all the elem ents and all the dignity of a revo­ 
lution. 
It was a coup d'élat, made not by au 
ambitious soldier to serve bis ends, but by a 
people against constituted authority. 
If the 
vote of New Orleans were taken to-morrow we 
have no doubt a large majority of the citizens 
would sustain the usurpation. 
Nor do we 
doubt that this m ajority would embrace the 
wealth, the social standiug and the churactor 
of the Crescent City. 
The riots in New York 
on the occasion of the conscription were the 
work ot the ignorant classes, who had been 
maddened and betrayed into crime. 
B ut here 
we have the intelligent classes uniting in an 
outbreak against the law. 
It may perhaps 
not 
belong 
to 
the 
argument, but we 
cannot fail to see in the revolution the re­ 
vival ol the old Confederate spirit. 
In the 
brilliant letter from a correspondent, printed 
elsewhere, he shows the extent and ferocity 
of this spirit. 
W hat are called 
“ White 
Leagues” have been formed—th at is to say, 
associations of white men who would have 
no relations Bith any but those who ha'l 
served the Confederacy or sy-mpathized with 
its purposes, and who especially intended 
that the negro should have no position of 
social or even industrial equality. 
We find 
women comm anding husbands, 
sons 
and 
brothers to join these leagues. 
The members 
armed themselves and assumed military dis­ 
cipline. 
They made war upon the N orthern­ 
ers, and implacable war upon ony one of 
their own With who 
did not 
aid 
them. 
The 
cose of Longstrect is cited as show­ 
ing the fury of this sentim ent 
Longstreet, 
next to Lee and Stonewall Jackson, was the 
mo.st accomplished and efficient General of the 
Confederate armies. 
His genius, his valor 
and his tortitude were alike conspicuous. 
W hen Lee* surrendered at Appomattox Long- 
street stood by his side, his chief and trusted 
lieutenant. 
W hen the war was over, instead 
of lapsing iuto the sullen and, os history will 
be apt to say, selfish seclusion of Lee, he 
took 
ground 
in favor of reconstroction, 
arguing that the strife was ended and that it 
was the duty of every Southern 
m an to 
accept that fact as forever determ ining the 
issut'S of the war. 
From that hour he became 
a 
m arked 
man, 
and 
our 
corre.spondeut 
describes 
him 
as 
living 
a 
shunned 
life among the men and women who deemed 
him their hero and their leader. 
In this we 
see the root of the feeling which has germi­ 
nated iuto one of the most extraordinary rev- 
olutioD.-> iu our history. 
Aud it is only an­ 
other form of the spirit of secession. 
Unlike the secession movement, however, 
the revolution in New Orleans is not without 
a cause that commenfls itself to the sympa­ 
thies of m ankind. 
We have had occasion to 
dwell at length upon the character of the 
Southern governments, and we shall not re­ 
peat 
argum ents fam iliar to 
our 
readers. 
-American history has no more painful chajj- 
ter th in that of Louisiana since the war, 
aud there has been no government so shame­ 
less as the government of Kellogg.

There is a lesson underlying the painful 
transactions in New Orleans that comas to us 
with painful 
emphasis. 
The 
kettledrum 
uewsp.apers, which lie before us, fresh and 
damp from the prass, have a painful irony in 
their denunciations of tha H eb.ald’s plan for 
reconstruction. They tell us that the Southern 
States are at peace, th at order reigns, that all 
cla-sses of the people are contented, that the 
negroes are patient, the white men resigned 
to the dom ination of the caiqiet-bagger and 
the Southern adventurer, that any proposal 
lor a convention is sim ply an appeal to the 
rebel sentim ent of the South to give its sup­ 
port to tho democratic party, that the rebels 
should feel that they were nobly treated when 
we did not hang them, and t’uat our duty is 
to m arch on inexorably in tho p.ith wo have 
so long followed. 
While we read these angrj' 
comments the news comes that Louisiana is
